IShe also gave instruction as 
to how to bathe a patient in bed. De­ 
tails of other sick room duties were 
also shown. 
In her discourse on meal planning 
Miss Miller recommended the stan­ 
dardization olf menus and food ma­ 
terials according to the needs of the 
family. 
“Meal planning,” she^ said, 
“has become a science rather than a 
tradition. 
Our grandmothers never 
realized that the health and efficien­ 
cy of their families depended upon 
what they ate.” She advised a study 
of food values, balanced 
diets, the 
cost factor and the aesethetie ap­ 
peal of the food. 


A novelty feature of today’s pro­ 
gram Ifor the home economies section 
was a lecture on “Advertising and 
Women” foy David P. Porterfield of 
the Indianapolis 
Business 
Bureau. 
“Abe Martin,” said the speaker, “has 
recently announced that circuses are 
just beginning to do the things they 
advertised forty years ago, and that 
is ahnosft characteristic of the exag­ 
geration that has permeated 
much 
commercial advertising. 
Advertising 
justifies its existence only 
when 
it 
serves the public and business. Un­ 
truthful claims lessen the service it 
is capable of rendering and so does 
a lack of store service which is ne­ 
cessary in backing 
up advertising. 
Women should be interested in good, 
honest advertising.

Course today. 
He said the average 
farm orchard in Indiana 'today was 
an eye-sore because of the inroads 
of disease and neglect. 
The 
aver- 
farmer is too busy 
with 
his 
live 
stock and grain crops to give spec­ 
ial attention to an 
apple 
orchard. 
Apple growing is passing 
into 
the 
hands of the specialists. 
“But, “said the Michigan expert,” 
the average Indiana farmer’s oppor­ 
tunity to secure an attractive rev­ 
enue from apple culture is one that 
should not be overlooked.” 
He said 
Indiana was an ideal apple growing 
country with market conditions the 
best obtainable and profits 
certain. 
A good 20-acre orchard he recom­ 
mended as the best investment a far­ 


mer can possibly make. 
He 
called 
attention to the 
superior climatic 
conditions in Indiana, the 
shipping 
facilities 
and 
the market advan­ 
tages as compared with those of the 
northwest. 
In conclusion he 
said 
“In many places a 20-acre orchard 
on a 120 acre farm would be worth 
a good deal more than the balance ot 
the property and could 
be 
made, 
with modern care, to return a much 
greater dividend.” 
Peach growing 
and 
strawberry 
culture in Indiana 
were 
discussed 
by Joseph Oskamp who 
said 
that 
both these 
fruits 
could 
be grown 
with profit in various sections of the 
Iloosier 
state. 
Regarding 
peach 
growing he said that this 'branch of 
horticulture is growing rapidly 
in 
Indiana. 
Peaches require clean cul­ 
tivation and an abundance of 
soil 
moisture. 
A dust mulch to conserve 
the moisture about 
the trees is es­ 
sential. Frequent and vigorous prun­ 
ing is also necessary. Pruning stim­ 
ulates new growth and gives a larger 
proportion of fruit bearing wood t6 
the top. 


“Bees on the Farm,” was the sub­ 
ject of an interesting and enlighten­ 
ing lecture by W. A. Price who ex­ 
plained the 
value of bees both 
as 
honey producers and as cross pollin­ 
ating agents. A great number of 
trees and vines are self sterile 
and 
consequently are unable to set Ifruit 
unless pollen 
is brought 
from for­ 
eign flowers.

In the poultry section Prof. A. G. 
Philips discussed “Capons and Cap- 
onizing,” and said that experiments 
at Purdue had shown that it was not 
always profitable to raise capons. It 
was found that 
when 
using early 
hatched 
Plymouth 
Rocks 
it was 
more profitable to sell the males 
as 
broilers or small fryers than to hold 
them through as capons, 
especially 
if the prices were good in the spring. 
It was found that including all 
ex­ 
penses it took $1.37 to produce 
a 
capon up to 38 weeks when it would 
weigh about nine pounds. 
For late 
hatched chickens 
it might 
pay, he 
said, to caponize them.
